The Department of Sol¬ 
diers’ Civil Re-establishment is do¬ 
ing a tine work in training returned 
olujcrs in trades and professions 
ihat they can earn a living at, and 
is foh„ing up the training and see¬ 
ing that they obtain remunerative 
employment. The maintaining of this 
oranch of reconstructive service calis 
tor much funds, and the Victory Loan 
will be used to pay for it as well as 
the other purposes. 

Under the Soldiers’ Land Settle¬ 
ment Act, enough money is lent to 
returned soldiers to enable them to 
buy and stock a farm. This money 
will be repaid at a low rate of in¬ 
terest. The soldier is thus given a 
chance to re-instate himself in civil 
life, and production is given a boost. 
Of the total amount of the forth¬ 
coming loan, $24,000,000 has been 
apportioned to finance these soldier- 
farmers. $ 

Pensions,-tfee disabled and de¬ 
pendents of our glorious dead, as well 
as the authorized gratuities will be 
other items on the expense sheet. 
These are some of the obligations 
owing to the returned soldier who 
is now in health.

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ARMISTICE CELEBRATION CONCERT 
AND DANCE GIVEN BY LOCAL 

VETERANS WAS A BIG SUCCESS 


Armistice day was celebrated in the 
Chauvin district by a concert and 
dance given under the auspices of our 
local returned men through their or¬ 
ganization, the Chauvin Branch of the 
Great War Veterans. 

The opening of the doors at sevenn- 
thirty found the crowds already ready 
and by eight o'clock the hall was filled 
Latecomers experienced difficulty in 
getting seats- The steward Mr H. 
Black was tireless in his efforts 'to ob¬ 
tain seating for the ladies, solving the 
problem by getting the boys to sit on 
the floor at the front. 

Mr G. M. Beattie opened the even¬ 
ing with a few brief but highly appro¬ 
priate remarks,, portraying the mag- 
nificient signification or Armistice day 
marking as it did the successful con¬ 
clusion of the recent bloody struggle 
for our freedom in which eight mil¬ 
lion men had paid the supreme sacri¬ 
fice, and in which Canada and the ot¬ 
her Allies have more than done their 
Part. Armistice day, he said, would 
not be complete without a reference 
to our un-numbered dead, for whom 
he requested the audience to stand in 
silence. This being done Mr Beattie 
introduced Mr A, is, Campbell, who 
had been asked to speak for four min 
utes on the Victory Loan, 1919. 

The four minutes allotted to Mr A. 
S. Campbell was all too short to deal 
with such an immense subject, but the 
speakers remarks were very concise, 
he referred to the loan as being the 
final act necessary to finish the great 
struggle and that it was the duty of 
all to contribute. The security of the 
whole of Canada was behind it and it 
bore an high rate of interest. 

The programme was then followed 
out in a hearty, strong and efficient 
manner. The boys were handioapped 
hy the absence of one of their prin¬ 
cipal characters, through sickness, Jeff 
Swan. The staging had been en¬ 
larged and suitable front erected with 
some good scenery, especially prepar¬ 
ed for the oocasion. The manage 
ment are to be congratulated upon the 
degree of efficiency with which the 
scenes were changed and the items 
presented without delay. 

The short sketch illustrating Camp 
Life and Training was of local author¬ 
ship, it was full of interest from the 
start to finish,' rich in humour and 
portraying both the lighter and heavier 
sides of the life or the soldier, not 


alone in training, but in the trench 
and behind the lines. 

After the opening selection by the 
Chauvin Orchestra, a beatifui tableau 
was presented when the curtains op¬ 
ened representing ‘Peace’ in the fore¬ 
ground sat Britannia with two child¬ 
ren reposing peacefully at her knees, 
and surmounted by the angel of peace 
and guarded on left and right by mem¬ 
bers of the Canadian Overseas Forces.

The newly ar¬ 
rived young lieutenant with his sole 
concern—his bedroll and his reckless 
display of lights in face of an enemy 
air-attack and the bringing in of an 
Hun prisonere were incidents worthy 
of mention. 

The tableau ‘In Flanders Fields’ por¬ 
traying the dead and their far-away 
graves on the battle fields was one 
which we feel confident none of those 
that saw it will forget, it represented 
so faithfully the tragedy of the sad 
scene and stirred tender thoughts as 
the sweet voice of the singer of the 
sad reqiuem was heard. 

The estaminet. scene was throughout 
a good representation of the vigorous 
recreation and playlife of the boys who 
are back from the line for awhile. The 
value of wound worth ‘Blighty’ was 
Cleverly portrayed.

FARMERS MUST WAT<t UP 

During the early stages of the pre¬ 
sent Victory Loan campaign it seem¬ 
ed that one class of the community 
which was showing reluctance in sub¬ 
scribing for Victory Bonds was the 
farming community, hut it is hoped 
before th e subscription lists closeWl 
before the subscription sheets close, 
this reproach will have been re-moved 
There were similar indications last 
year but during the last few days of 
the drive, farmers’ subscriptions 
came in very rapidly. 

Anyone' would be loath to believe 
that the farmers who of all classes of 
the community are most directly in¬ 
terested in a heavy over-subscription 
to the present Loan are apathetic. 
More than one-third of the proceeds 
of the last Loan was spent directly in 
the purchase of Canadian wheat and 
other foodstuffs, and resold to Great 
Britain and Allied countries on credit.

Food Value Of Apples 

In making plain the relative food 
value of the apple, Professor McAl- 
pine, of Tasmania, says: Suppose an 
apple to be the size of a large break¬ 
fast cup; into this cup put nearly half 
a pint of water; stir into it half a tea¬ 
spoonful of concentrated food like 
contained in an egg; of fatty stuff 
like butter, a little less than half a 
teaspoonful; of both cane and grape 
sugar, two tablespoonfuls; of skin 
and core, a little more than two-thirds 
of a teaspoonful. 

The jipple is laxative, tonic and 
nourishing. There is little waste; the 
skins and cores may be used in jelly. 

Apples being rich in carbohydrates 
and low in protein, affording energy 
sources rather than-tissue forming 
material, should , be served to supple¬ 
ment foods rich in protein, such as 
cereals, grains, eggs, legumes, meats 
and fish.
